Slaybaugh testified that he had ob­ 
served the aged woman .standing on 
the curb, waiting until an eastbound 
automobile passed, and then saw her 
step onto the Lincoln Highway di­ 
rectly into the path of H artley’s car, 
which he saki was running between 
15 and 20 miles an hour. 
He said 
Hartley had stopped his machine w ith­ 
in half a length of the car, prevent­ 
ing the wheels from passing over the 
w om an’s prostrate body. 
A fter taking testimony, the coroner’s 
jurors deliberated only a few m in­ 
utes, returning a verdict which com­ 
pletely exonerates H artley and which 
carried with it commendation of his 
actions following the accident.

New Theory of Radio Is Advanced 


In the opinion of Carl Pfanstiehl, a 
Chicago radio engineer, the wave theory 
of radio will soon be exploded com­ 
pletely, and Hie radiant-encrgy theory 
take* its place in explaining radio phe- 
Domena. Mr. Pfanstiehl is of the opinion 
that there is no such thing aa ‘ ether as 
commonly referred to. Ho say* that what 
arc usually spoken of as radio waves are 
undoubtedly particles smaller tlmu mu 
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electron that are sent flying by an elec­ 
tric current. 
These particles, it is as­ 
sumed, bumf* into each other, thus trans­ 
mitting energy which is picked up as 
sound in the receiver. When a stream of 
radiant energy or particles strikes the 
antenna, it sets up a \ery weak current, 
which is transformed into sound or air 
waves in the receiving set. 
The development of this theory, says 
Mr. Pfanstiehl, lins been very rapid and 
startling, and further investigation of the 
nature of these particles may explain the 
mechanism of direct communication and 
telepathy between minds.

THE CALIFORNIA MISSIONS 


Scattered up and down the coast of 
California—each one day's Journey on 
horseback upart from the next—are a 
chain of twenty-one 
great 
Spanish 
missions, which stand ss a monument 
everlasting to the credit of the Fran­ 
ciscan Fathers. 
Connected by a historic trail known 
as "El 
Camino 
Real" (The 
King’s 
Highway), approximately TOU miles In 
length—extending 
from 
San 
Diego 
northward to Sonoma, these romantic 
aud picturesque buildings -Moorish In 
architecture—might well he classed as 
"The 
American 
counterpart of 
the 
things that people go to the old couu 
tries of Kuroj*e to see." 
These famous m inions are a relic 
of a romantic aud yet fearless en­ 
deavor, carried on by the Franciscan 
missionaries at tile command of the 
king of Spain to establish through a 
series of religious outposts a knowl­ 
edge of Christianity in her farther­ 
most possession. The movement took 
definite form when the Mission San 
Diego was founded in the year 176P, 
but the chain was n a completed until 
54 years later when the Mission Ban 
Francisco de Solano at Sonoma was 
established. 
How 
many 
additional 
missions 
might have been added to this chain 
and how much farther up the coast It 
would have been 
extended, 
nobody 
knows, hecuuse before the advent of 
1824 the system was disrupted and 
further construction ^Stepped by the 
government of Mexico. However, this 
labor of love then had to its credit the 
civilizing and the Christianizing of a 
race of savage Indians. 
Some of these missions now lie In 
ruins or huve passed 
entirely 
Into 
oblivion. Others, iii a splendid state 
of preservation, tire still used for reg­ 
ular service. The Sun Jose, fifty miles 
south of San Francisco, although not 
to be compared iii size or cost to 
some 
others, 
has 
been 
accorded 
marked attention. It once owned more 
than 25,000 head of live stock. Tile 
San Antonio de Padua, east of San 
Luis Obispo, was compensated for Ifs 
lack of riches by a tinge of romance 
auth as few, lf Indeed 
any of the 
others, possessed. 
San Gabriel, four 
miles from Pasadena, much visited, 
has been described as “a picture to re­ 
member for a lifetime.” San Buena­ 
ventura, north of Los Angeles, a "glor 
iuds relic recalled from the past to 
bigas with Ha menjM es the present 
and the future," had perhaps the most 
beautiful altar of all, while San Luis 
Bay de Francla, near Oceanside, with 
walls four and five feet thick, Its cor­ 
ridor containing 250 arches, was per­ 
haps the greatest; richest and grand­ 
est of them all.

The Santa Barbara Channel In* 
diana, before the Influence* of white 
civilization came among then), be­ 
lieved Just the opposite of the modern 
theory of evolution, according to J. P.

Clock Made Wholly of 
Clat* Except Springe 
A Bohemian glass polisher has per­ 
formed a wonderful feat In the glass 
industry. 
He 
constructed a clock, 
which, with the exception of the 
springs, is made entirely of glass. 
The glass plates and pillars of this 
extraordinary timepiece are bolted to­ 
gether with glass screws. 
The dial 
plate hands, shafts and cog wheels 
are all glass, and glass wedges and 
pfns are used for fastening the vari­ 
ous parts of the running gear.

The teeth of 
the cog wheels are cut with minute 
exactness, only the balance wheel be­ 
ing heavier and thicker than it la in 
an ordinary clock. The key with 
which the clock is wound is also of 
glass. 
Many of the parts had to be 
made over and over again before a 
clock that would go and keep time 
was produced.—The Pathfinder. 


Prison Built by Convicts 
The work of convicts and other pris 
oners is not allowed to compete with 
the work of honest men, but prisoners 
may surely be allowed to build their 
own place of Incarceration. 
That was what actually happened in 
the case of Wormwod Scrubbs prison, 
says the London Tlt-BIts.

This done, th© building was erected 
entirely by convict labor, and, as It 
contains 1,381 cells, built st sn aver­ 
age cost of £70 7 shillings each, both 
the task and the cost were no small 
matters. 
The total number of bricks used 
was 85,000.000. weighing 120,000 tons, 
and every brick Was made by convicts. 
The total cost* of the building was 
£07,000.
